Alabama Electric has 
begun the final stage of 
checking out massive gen- 
erating equipment at the 
new $12 million steam plant 
on the Tombigbee River. 

The plant is expected 
to begin initial generation 
operations sometime dur- 
ing the morith of April, ac- 
cording to Wesley M. Jack- 
son, general manager. 

Construction and in- 
stallation of equipment has 
been underway since the 
summer of 1966, The plant 
is located on a built up 
land site on the west bank 
of the Tombigbee near Le- 
roy in Washington County. 

Coal unloading equip- 
ment has been put into 
operation and the plant is 
building up a supply of 
the crushed coal which will 
be used to fire the equip- 
ment which converts water 
to steam. The steam turns 
the turbine which gener- 
ates the electricity pro- 
duced by the plant. 

Once in full operation 
the plant will produce el- 
ectricty 24 hours a day 
with around - the - clock 
shifts of plant operators. 
The Tombigbee River plant 
will supplement the supply 
of electricity already being 
produced by Alabama El- 
ectric at other steam, 
hydro and gas powered tur- 
bines in South Alabama

BUDGET 

Are you a young couple 
trying to make a hudget 
work?

ROSES 

Do you want a beautiful 
rose garden? If so, beauti- 
ful roses don’t just happen, 
They require planning, To 
have lovely blooms and 
color this summer, plant 
new roses in February or 
early March, 

Garden centers and nur- 
series have a wide se- 
lection of varieties of good 
quality plants, Use threeto 
five plants of the same 
variety in order to have 
enough blooms of one color 
for cutting and arranging, 

For best results, choose 
a location for the rose bed 
which receives at least six 
hours of sun each day, Al- 
so be sure the soil is well 
drained since roses do not 
like wet feet. ‘ 

Spade to a depth of 12 
inches or deeper, Adda six 
cubic foot bale of peat moss 
per 100 square feet of bed 
area, Set the plants by 
opeing a hole 12 inches 
wider and six inches deeper 
than the root system, 

Build a cone-shaped 
mound of soil in the bottom 
of the hole - high enough 
to raise the graf unicn of 
the plant above ground 
level. Spread the root sys- 
tem over the mound of soil. 
and fill the hole with peat 
moss and _ soil mixture, 
Water by soaking.
